How RAISINS ARE MADE IN CALI- 


FOUMA.—In Mr. Blowers'vineyard, Yulo 
county, the grapes are allowed to remain 
on the vine until of a golden color and 
translucent. 
Then they are picked and 


put on wooden trays two by three feet in 
size, placed between the rows, sloping to 
the sun. 
When half dried they are 


turned by putting a tray on top, and by 
invci ting them both,, aro transferred 
to 


the new tray. 
When the grapes lose their 


ashy appearance, and after removing the 
green ones, the rest are put into large 
sweat boxes, placing sheets of paper be- 
tween every twenty-five pounds of rais* 
ins. 
They are left there for two week', 


when the stems are tough and raisins 
soft. 
The packing follows, in which iron 


or stuel packing frames are used, then be- 
ing assorted, weighed, inspected and 
made presentable. Mr. Blowers prefers 
a rich, moist, sandy loam, in a warm cli- 
mate, for raisins, and believes that winter 
irrigation will destroy insects and keep 
the > ines in a thrifty condition. He pre- 
fers to plant vines eight by ten apart, or 
even ten by ten feet, and use fertilizers.

A 1800,000 BET. 


In 185!) St. Joseph was the western 


terminus of railroad communication. 
Be- 


yond, the stage coach, the saddle liorse 
and the ox trams were the only means of 
commerce and communication with the 
Rocky Mountains and the Pacific slope. 
In the winter of 1860 there was a Wall 
street lobby at Washington trying to get 
$5,000,000 for carrying the 'mails over- 
land one year between New York and 
San Francisco. The proposition was ex- 
tremely cheeky, and William H. Russell, 
backed by Secretary of War Floyd, re- 
solved to give the lobby a cold shower bath. 
He therefore offered to bet f 200,000 
that be could put on a mail line from Sac- 
ramento to St., Joseph that should make 
the distance—1960 miles—in ten days. 
The bet was taken, and the 8th of April 
fixed upon as the day for starting. Mr. 
Russell called upon his partner and gen- 
eral manager of business upon the plains, 
Mr. A. B. Miller, now a cilbren of Den- 
ver, and stated what he had done, and 
asked if he could perform the feat. Miller 
replied : "Yes, sir ; I will do it, and do 
it by a pony express." To accomplish 
this Mr. Miller purchased 
800 of the 


fleetest hores he could find in the west 
and employed 125 men. 
Kighty of these 


men were to be post riders. These be 
solccted with reference to their iight 
weight and their known daring and cour- 
age. } t was very essential that the horses 
should be loaded as light as possible • 
therefore the lighter the man the better^ 
It was necessary that some portions of tbe 
route should be run at the rate of twenty 
miles an hour. The horses were stationed 
from ten to twenty miles apart, and each 
rider would be required to ride lixty 
miles 
For the change of animals and 


the shifting of the mails two minutes were 
allowed. 
Where there were no stage sta- 


tions at proper distances tents sufficient 
to hold one man and two hones were pro- 
vided. 
Indians would sometimes give 


chase, but their cayuse ponies made but 
sorry show in their stern chase after 
Miller's thoroughbreds, many of whicli 
could make a single mile in a minute nnd 
fifty seconds. 


All arrangements being completed, a 


signal gun on the steamer at Sacramento 
proclaimed the meridian of April 8, 18CO 
—the hour for starting—when "Border 
Ruffian," Mr. Miller's saddle horse, with 
Billy linker in the saddle, bounded away 
toward tiie foothills of the Sierra Neva- 
das, and made his ride of twenty miles in 
forty-nine minutes. The snows were deep 
in the mo .intains, and one rider was lost 
for several hours in a snow storm, and af- 
ter the Salt Lake Valley was reached ad- 
ditional speed became necessary to reach 
St. Joseph on time. From here on all 
went wall until the I'latte was to be 
crossed at J ulesburg. The river was up 
and running rapidly, bu' the rider plunged 
his horse into the flood, only, howe\er, to 
mire in the quicksand and go iown. 
The courier succeeded in reaching the 
shore, with his mail bag in Iiaud, and 
travelled ten miles on foot to reach the 
next relay. John Fry, a popular rider 
of his day, was to make the finish. He 
had sixty miles to ride, with six horses to 
do it. 
When the last courier arrived at 


the iixty-mile post, out from St. Joseph, 
ho was one hour behind time. 
A heavy 


rain had set in and the roads were slip- 
pery. 
Two hundred thousand dollars 


might turn upon a single minute. Fry 
had just three hours and thirty minutes in 
which to win. This was the finish of the 
longest race, for the largest stakes, ever 
run in America. When the time for his 
arrival wa« nearly up, at least five thous- 
and people stood upon the river bank, 
with eyes turned toward the woods from 
which the horse and his rider should 
emerge into the open country in the reat 
of Klwood—one mile from the 
finish. 


Tick, tick, went thousands of watches. 
The time was nearly up. 
But seven min-

words, that it was the duty of the Presi- 
dent to ask the magnificent Coupling if 
hi raight be permitted to place Mr. Rob- 
ertson in the M «w York Custom House, 
and if Conklinj; objected, to meekly in- 
quire the name of the person who would 
meet his unqualified approbation. Conk- 
ling's estimate of himself is high, very 
high. 
But there are men in N'ew York, 


good, solid, Republicans too, who do not 
appreciate the value Conkling sets upon 
himself. Instc id of owning New York, 
they claim he is but the leader of a fac- 
tion, that he is the head of a clique, that 
he is the "boss" of a machine, and us 
such he has been sufficiently consulted by 
the President in making appointments of 
gentlemen who have the good fortune to 
rerde in New V'ork. 


The President is probably of the same 


opinion. While it is conceded that after 
he was nominated for the office, the Conk- 
ling wing fell into line and aided in his 
election, yet it Js remembered that Conk- 
ling was a strong and uncompromising 
Grant man and stuck to his candidate to 
the very end- and in order to produce 
harmony Conkling was asked to name the 
candidate for A'ice-President, and Arthur 
was put upon the ticket as a person who 
would gratify the personal desire of Mr.

They appear to be the very birds that 
gladdened oui eyes in the days of our 
youth. 
John Borroughs says, "there is 


something patlwtic in th« fact that the 
birds remain forever the some. 
You 


grow old, your friends die or move to dis- 
tant lands, events sweep on and all things 
arc changed. Yet there in your garden 
or orchard are the birds of your boyhood, 
the same note?, the same calls, and, to 
all intents and purposes, the identical 
bii-ds endowed with perennial youth. 


The robin, and indeed all the birds 


that come to in to add their good cheer 
to the cheerful days of spring, teaches by 
example the useful lesson, "find thy work 
and do it," They are Bright and happy 
patterns of industry. They go about their 
work with airy grace, seeming engrossed 
with the foeUngthtt they have theirmlssion 
Mote them, and must lose no time in per- 
forming it. They are diligent, active, 
and persevering. How cheerful they are, 
how happy and how free. 
Perhaps one 


reason why they.are to happy is because 
they hwre their work, and they give it 
dfeir heed -ind iteration. They are like 
tbote joyous people who are "full of the 
present, tar it'* bounty suffices them;"

Boston. 
Whatever may have been the 


tendency of business and of capital of New 
York of late years. Boston still maintains 
her position as the head-quarters of litera- 
ture. 
Though Priscotl and Motley nre 


among the dead, and Emerson, Whittier, 
Longfellow and Holmes, all past three 
score and ten yeai s, while Lowell is near- 
ing the same stage of life, yet the rcputa- 
tation of Bostgn as a publishing centre is 
not likely to be lost with their departure. 
The newer anthers that have come upon 
the stage either sock it as their place of 
residence, or select it as that from which 
their books shill emanite. 
Howells, 


James, Aldrich, Bret Harte, Warner, 
Stedrnan, will be called to mind as not 
easily rivaled among the younger list of 
authors. Their books he.ir Boston im- 
prints. 
Almost the single exception in 


this respect may be said to exist in the 
case of the new n >velists introduced by 
Scribner's Monthly; and now one of the 
most eminent of these seeks a Boston 
publisher. 
An arrangement has j ust been 


concluded by which Messrs. James R. 
Osgood & Co. are to bring out Mrs. 
Frances Hodgson Burnett's latest novel, 


A Fair Barbarian." Mrs. Burnett, as 


we understand, says that she wants one 
book at least published in Boston. 
This 


novel has just been completed as a serial 
in Smbner'g Monthly, the policy of which 
periodical has always been to cultivate 
friendly relations \rith all other publish- 
ing houses, and to be the organ of none. 
This magazine was originally planned by 
Pr. J. G. Holland and Mr. Roswell Smith 
while these gentlemen were together in 
Europe, in December, 1808. Mr. Charles 
Scribner, the eminent New York pub- 
lisher, then living, was asked to unite in 
the enterprise, and when the magazine 
was started six months later, it was 
named in his honor, the corporation tak- 
ing the name of Scribner & Co., in which 
Mr. Scribner's fii m held a part of the 
stock. Dr. Holland was then as now in 
charge as editor, nnd Mr. Roswell Smith 
as business manager, and the great suc- 
cess which the magazine has met with is 
largely due to their united efforts. 
Re- 


cently Mr. Rotwell Smith has become the 
owner of the majority of the stock. The 
corporation tinder the title of Scribner & 
Co. has gone on in its career of increased 
prosperity substantially unchanged in its 
management, and we predict for it new 
successes in 
the 
future. 
Scribner'» 


Monthly was the first American periodical 
to attain substantial business success in 
England, its edition there being now 
nearly 20,000. The London Examiner 
calls it "The world-famed Scribner." 


"A PAIR BARBARIAN." 


The public need little information as to 


the author ci' tliis work. 
There have 


been few more striking successes in liter- | 
ature than that achieved by Mrs. Frances 
Hodgson Burnett, an English lady, who 
had early made America her home. The 
editor of Scribner's Monthly early dis- 
cerned her talent. Her reputation was 
made by her first novel in that magazine. 
"That Lass o' Lowrics," fairly electrified 
the reading world. It was received with ! 
enthusiasm in both continents, and Eng- ' 
lish critics have vied with America in its j 
praises, while edition after edition has 
been absorbed by an eager public. "H»- 
worth's" followed, and fully sustained its 
author's reputation. "Louisiana," which 
came next, presented her in a new and 
entirely different field; but it was, if any- 
thing, even a greater 
literary success 


than its predecessors In her latest novel, 
"A Fair Barbarian," we find Mrs. Bur- 
nett amid still other scenes and charac- 
ters, and here she seems likely to eclipse, 
at least as far as popularity is concerned, 
all her earlier triumphs. The title of the 
story is in itself a most happy conception. 
The "Fair Barbarian" is a young Ameri- 
cnn lady who has lived in Nevada, and 
who conies upon an English country town, 
with the suggestive name of "Slowbridge," 
to astonish its inhabitants by an individ- 
uality of character wholly unique. 


It is not fair to forestall the reader's 


interest by a revelation of the full plot of 
the story, but its more salient points may 
be suggested. The heroine is a thorough- 
ly interesting and original creation. 
She 


is thoroughly American. She is entirely 
unconventional in her ideas, when tried 
by English standards She confounds and 
amazes the rigid devotees of propriety, 
with whom she comes in contact in this 
sleeply English village. All look upon 
her with mingled curiosity and wonder. 
She absolutely horrifies Lady Theobald, 
who is the head of Slowbridge society, 
and who embodies all that is arrogant, 
angular and domineering in the worst 
type of the British regulator of the pro- 
prieties. The raciness of the scenes that 
attend the meeting of these parties is in- 
dcscribable. This American girl is not 
an untamed hoyden, by any means. She 
is, on the contrary, true-womanly in the 
beit sense of the term. She is kind of 
heart, sympathetic and self-respecting—a 
really hnely, if a somewhat unconven- 
tional, person. 
She is high-spirited, too; 


and while she manifests a willingness to 
learn the standards of those among whom 
her lot is temporarily cast, there is a 
charming youthful 
dignity about her 


which is one of the best points in her de- 
lineation. 
Of course, she finds her lover. 


Of the results th.it attend liis wooing 
we leave the reader to learn from the sto- 
ry. 
The merit of the novel is largely in 


its admirable purpose and the exquisite 
skill with which it is carried out. It is a 
refreshing vindication of the American 
girl, whom it has been too much the cus- 
tom of writers to depreciate of late. 
Mrs. Burnett knows her well and does her 
ample justice. She knows England, too, 
and we have the benefit of that knowl- 
edge in the types of English character 
presented. 


Her book is likely not only to succeed 


in favor beyond her own previous produc- 
tions, but to gain a popularity which none 
other of thise novels which have treated 
this phase of the American girl question 
have obtained.

—Put • qu«rt of milk over the fir* in • 
double kettle, aad when it boili »dd to it 
one teacup of yellow meal dissolved in a 
little cold milk 
(Thii cold milk may be 


taken from tor quart before it ii put over 
fire.) Then take it off the fire, pour into 
a large bowl and let it get perfectly cold. 
Then add threr or four well-beaten eggs, 
a half pound of tuet finely chopped, one 
teaspoon of powdered cinnamon, a half 
cup of stoned raisins, one "teaspoon of 
Royal baking powder and a little salt. 
Mix and beat well together. Grease well 
a tin mould, cover tightly, and steam ina 
kettle of boiling water from two to three 
hours. 
A tin lard pail with a good cover 


is an excellent thing to boil the pudding 
in. It is a delicious pudding. It must 
be eaten with the liquid wine sauce, di- 
rection* for v Inch w«r« lately given in 
this column. 


BAKED SWIETBBEADS.- Let your sweet- 


breads li« in warm water for an hour, then 
put them into boiling water and let them 
cook gently for ten minutes. Take them 
out and drain them ; beat up an egg and 
dip each sweetbread into it, then into 
bread-crumbs , repeat this. Then sprin- 
kle them lightly with a little butter 
melted over the fire , put them into a mod- 
erate oven ami bake them nearly an hour. 
Delicately toast some nice slices of bread 
dip them into boiling water in which a 
little butter has been melted , place each 
sweetbread on a slice of the toast and 
pour around tliem a nice brown gravv. 


CHEESE FRITTERS. — Put about a pint 


of water into a saucepan with a piece of 
butter the size of an egg, the least bit of 
cayenne and plenty 
of black pepper. 


When the water boils throw gradually 
into it sufficient flour to form a thick 
paste, then take it off the fire and work 
into it about • quarter of a pound of 
grated Parmesan cheese, and then the 
yolks of three or four eggs, and the whites 
of two beated up to a froth. Lot the 
paste rest for a couple of hours, and pro- 
ceed to fry by dropping pieces of it the 
i iic of a walnut into plenty of hot lard. 
Serve sprinkled with very fine salt. 


LIOHT Poi-i'it. — One pint of sour 


milk or buttermilk, one teacup of sour 
cream, and one teaspoon of soda; add 
flour and mix hard, like bread, and let it 
stand one hour to rise.
